INTRODUCTION 

Buffalo. New York, which is located at the eastern end of Lake Erie, throuqh 
its history had hundreds of Pharmacies. The majority of these Pharmacies bottled 
their liquid medicines in small glass bottles. These bottles were often not em¬ 
bossed. but plain ordinary glass bottles with no descriptions of the seller or con¬ 
tents. This type of bottle was produced in massive quantities by glass houses, 
so they could be sold to pharmacists throughout the country, who would, in turn, 
attach a paper label indicating contents, dosage and seller—just like today's Phar¬ 
macist, who dispenses prescription drugs in plastic pill bottles. 

It is presumed that the more established, or those wanting to be more in¬ 
dividualistic, had personalized bottles made. These were quite more expensive, 
as special molds had to be made. These molds were incised with the Pharmacist's 
name. etc., so that when the bottle is blown, the wording will be part of the bot¬ 
tle, looking as if it was raised printing on top of the bottle. This is called embossed. 

Most embossed bottles were used until around 1915. The automatic bottling 
machine was developed several years earlier of 1910. It began pumping out glass 
bottles very fast, compared to handblown bottles. Cost factor dropped so low 
that now it was more economical for the Pharmacist to purchase unembossed 
bottles. And for a little more money, fancy designed paper labels could be printed. 
Some of these labels are so graphic, that it would be impossible to duplicate in 
glass. 

So this book will deal with embossed pharmacy bottles of those Pharmacists 
who operated before 1915 or up until that year. 

Embossed bottles of Pharmacists is an excellent area for the new' bottle col¬ 
lector to start and build a collection. Most of these bottles have a price range 
of 50C to $2.00. The more pictorial bottles will cost a few dollars more, as will 
colored bottles. 

The drawings found in this book are of the actual bottle, sketched from the 
bottles dug by myself, and members of the Western N.Y. Bottle and Collectibles 
Assoc., over a number of years. It is very likely that many more embossed bot 
ties exist, but. as of yet. have not been located. 

In the coming pages you will find the sketches, along with a brier his or> ^ 
dresses and years in business at that location), the color glass of the bott.es. ji ^ 
sizes of that particular bottle found.
